April 1$.—'The New 
York State Oolf association entered 
the controversy over the stymie to­ 
day by ruling that for one year in 
j Its match play tournaments a ball 
lying within 
1 2 inches of the cup 
; or wuhin 
1 2 inches, of the oppon- 
; ent's ball may be lifted at the op- 
! tion of either player 
At present under United States 
Golf association rules, a ball may 
| be lifted in match play only if it Is 
within six inches of the other ball. 
The New York rule, a com­ 
promise between retaining or 
abolishing the stymie, was de­ 
scribed by Edward E. Wyman, 
president of the association, as 
“ an experiment.” 
He said 
it 
had the sanrtion and the inter­ 
est of the V. S. G. A. 
The new rule reads as follows; 
"In match play, when both balls lie 
on the putting green and the ball 
nearer to the hole lies within 
1 2 
inches of the cup or of the other 
ball (the distance in either case 
to be measured from their nearest 
points), the ball lying nearer to 
the hole may, at the option of 
either the player or the opponent 
be lifted until the other ball is play­ 
ed. and the lifted ball shall then be 
replaced as near as Is passible to 
the place where it lay." 
Wyman said the executive com­ 
mittee of the New York association 
had decided the stymie definitely 
should have a place in match piay 
golf. 
Several sectional and state 
golf 
associations including the Western, 
California, Arkansas, and 
Massa­ 
chusetts groups, have abolished the 
j stymie.
